Documents Written On Clay Tablets 
In Early Days 

In Mesopotamia, 3,000 years before 
Christ, official and legal red tape was, 
highly developed. Ther as now peo- 
ple had to sign on the dotted line. 
‘ Although the. ancient Near East 
claims the earliest known systems 
of writing, its masses remained 
- illiterate. Documents were written 
on clay tablets by professional scribes 
but “John Henry's” signature- was 
personally imprinted on the soft clay 
by means of a seal. The seal was 
usually in the form of a small stone 
cylinder, fore-runner of the rotary 
printing machine. It was owned and 
worn by the signatory who was pro- 
tected against forgery by the variety 
and intricacy of its design. The 
Royal. Ontario Museum has recently 
put on display a fine collection of 
these ancient seals.

And 
Berlin broadcasts beamed at Russia 
called it a sell-out on the part of 
Stalin and Molotov to Britain and 
the United States.

Hard On Fishermen 
British Columbia’s Sockeye Run Was 
Comparative Failure This Year 


Last yeamgthere was an exception- 
ally large run of Sockeye in the 
Fraser River, due to unusually fav- 
orable ‘spawning conditions four years 
earlier, That run gave rise to ex- 
aggerated ideas in the minds of the 
public as to thé earnings of fisher- 
men and the profits of the industry. 
This year, there is a different story. 
And in order that the public may see 
the picture in true perspective, they 
should be made aware of the facts. 

As at October 2 the Sockeye caught 
in the Fraser this year amounted to 
72,090 cases. This is about one-sixth 
of the total at the same date last 
year when the pack was _ 434,701 
jcases. The average pack from 1938 
to 1942 inclusive was 201,000 cases. 
This year’s pack therefore is only 
about one-third of the five-year aver- 
age. 

These cold facts mean many heart- 
breaks to fishermen and their fam- 
ilies. They represent homes in which 
there will be actual shortage of the 
good things of life which are avail- 
able to nearly all other classes: of 
| workers. They also represent serious 
| losses to many,small investors who 
|have risked their money in providing 
the fishermen with necessary .equip- 
;ment, and in providing the com- 
panies with the means of processing 
the fish caught. A bad season re- 
quires about the same number of 
boats, the same amount of fishing 
gear and the same advance prepara- 
tions as a good year.

The infant mortality rate for Bri- 
tish Columbia in 1942 was 35 per 
1,000 live births. The rate for Can- 
ada was 54. “If the national rate 
was 35 per 1,000 births, it. would 
mean a saving of about 5,000 babies 
in one year,’’ Dr. Couture points out.

With Nearly $800,000,000 in

—Strong Position Maintained. 


Increased Profits Go Largely to 


Meet Higher Fe@leral Taxes. 


Reflecting increased business in 
practically every department — 
with outstanding expansion in 
holdings of Dominion Government 
bonds indicating: wider participa- 
tion in the nation’s war effort — 
the 126th annual repor t of the 
Bank of Montreal, issued today, 
shows total assets at an all-time 
high of $1, 313,000,000 and may be 
regarded ag atw.impressive exhibit 
of the economic strength and sta- 
bility of the country in this fifth 
* year of war. 

Profits for the year which end- 
ed October 30, after deduction of 
‘taxes payable td the Dominion 
Government, amounted to, $3,302,- 
816, showing an increase of $19,- 
.816 ovr the previous year, this 
reresenting a return of 4.30 per 
eent. on the shareholders’ equity, 
which compares with 4.31 per 
cent. shown a year ago; 4.51 per, 
cent.. was shown in,the 1941 re- 
port. With greater business activ- 
© de this orate might have been 


expected: :to be higher, but in- 
| creasda taxes have practically off- 
| set t the effect of. enlarged gross 
,earnings. . At a figure nearly 
| $375, 000 higher than in 1942, the 
' bank's Dominion Government tax 
bill for the current year amounted 
to $2,913,000. Of this amount, 
$165,000 is refundable under the 
‘provisions of the Excess Profits 
Tax Act. 

Deposits — the largest item in 
the balance sheet and one which 
best shows public confidence in 
the institution—have shown a 
marked advance in the twelve- 
month peridbd, notwithstanding 
the heavy inroads made into sur- 
plus funds by subscribers to Vic- 
tory Loans. Under the deposit 
heading the bank shows an 
amount of $1,205,874,000 which 
is $140,000,000 ‘above the figure 
for 1942, which constituted a re- 
cord at that time. 

As would be expected, the 
-bank’s holdings of Government 
and other securities have risen 
sharply and now stand at $799,- 
462,000 compared with $683,835,- 
000 a year ago. The bank's invest- 
ment portfolio, as always, is made 
up in a large measure of Dominion 
Government and high grade pro- 


vincial and municipal securities 
which mature at early dates. 

In line with this is the’ increase 
in the bank’s quickly available re- 
sources which amount to $1, 035,-

610,000, being 83.81 per cent. of 
liabilities to the public. An in- 
crease of nearly $10,000,000. in 
these resources is recorded in cash 
on hand and’ money on deposit 
with the Bank of Canada which 
together stand at $122,277,000 as 
against $112,710,000. 

Notes of the bank in circulation 
show a reduction from $15,354,000 
to $9,790,000, reflecting the trend 
which began some years ago when 
under the terms of revised bank- 
ing legislation, the chartered 
banks commenced the gradual re- 
duction of their note circulation in 
favor of the Bank of Canada.
